TRAIN WRECKERS 



Arrest of Men Supposed to Be Im- 
plicated in Plot to Destroy the 
Southern Pacific Express 

RENO, Nev., June 2.— The arrest 
here yesterday of a man who gave his 
name as C. B. Fryor and the reported 
arrest of several others at Truckeo 
has brought to light details of an at- 
tempt by trainwreckers to derail the 
Southern Pacific China and Japan 
fast mail Tuesday afternoon on the 
banks of American river, near a 
stretch of snow sheds. 

Several tons of fishplates had been 
piled on tho track at tho summit of a 
steep grade and a section of rail 
spiked across. A "double-header" 
was hauling tho heavy train up tho 
grade, but it was moving at such a 
slow rate that the engineer of the 
forward engine succeeded in stopping 
the train within a few feet of destruc- 
tion. Passengers and train crow 
worked together in clearing tho rails 
and tho train proceeded after an 
hour's delay.

Provincial Analyst , Speaks of 
Cause of Disease and Says 
Situation in Western Ontario 
Is Serious 



SURPASSES FEATS 

OF FRENCH EXPERTS 



hole Journey of Forty-Two 
Miles Done in Ninety Minutes 
—Wright Bi-Plane Used in 
Record Flight 



TORONTO, June 2.— The woful 
ignorance of doctors in connection 
with appendicitis was the occasion for 
some caustic remarks today in the 
surgical section of the Canadian 
Medical Association convention. Dr, 
I. Wood, of Kingston, gave a paper on 
"Appendicitis in Children," and re- 
marked that it was high time the 
medical profession woke up to Its 
duty and kept abreast of the times 
scientifically. There was, ho said, an 
astonishing Ignorance among medical 
men concerning appendicitis. That it 
differentiated in adults and children 
thero was no ground for doubt, yet 
the prognosis and diagnosis of tho 
average practitioner was tho same for 
both children and adults. 

Front dolving into tho subject Dr. 
Wood had ascertained that appendi- 
citis was seven times greater among 
people beforo the ago of 15 than it 
was between 15 an 1 30. Dr. Wood 
was applauded for his thrusts at his 
own profession. 

Dr. Amyo;, analyst for the pro- 
vince, gavo (. paper on rubles in On- 
tario, and outlined the cause and 
treatment of the disease.' He men- 
tioned that Prof. McTCcnzle, of the 
pathological department of disease of 
Toronto University, had many years 
ago discovered the germ of rabies and 
showed it to ' rletids. Some years 
after this, Negri, the Italian pathol- 
ogist, discovered the same thing, and 
the dissemination of knowledge of his 
discovery gave his name to these 
bodies, which were always present in 
cases of rabies and known as Negri 
bodies. 

Dr. Amyot said the situation in On- 
tario, particularly in the western sec- 
tion, waa serious. Tho infection of 
dogs in Manitoba and Alberta had 
been traced to dogs in this province.

DOVER, Eng., June 2. — Hon. Chas. 
Stowart Rolls, captain in the London 
section of the army motor reserve, 
driving a Wright bi-plane, vindicated 
Anglo-Saxon aeronautics by crossing 
the English Channel twice this even- 
ing without alighting. He made the 
round trip between Dover and Calais? 
In 90 minutes. 

While two Frenchmen, Louis Blerl- 
ot and Count de Lesseps, have crossed 
the Channel in an aeroplane, it re- 
mained for an Englishman and an 
American machine to perform the 
double feat. The distance across be- 
tween the two points named is 21 
miles, so that his over- water flight of 
-12 miles without a stop establishes a 
new record. 

Capt. Rolls left Dover at 6.30 o'clock. 
The atmospheric conditions were ex- 
celent. He lost no time in manoeuvr- 
ing. After describing a circle, he 
headed towards the coast of France. 
In anticipation of tho flight, torpodo 
boats steamed at full speed across the 
straits, but the pace of the aeroplane 
was swifter. 

Capt. Rolls sent his machine to a 
height of 800 feet, and at that altitude 
he skimmed through the air like a 
groat bird. Tho motor worked per- 
fectly. The crowd which watched tho 
start confidently awaited the return, 
and it was not long before the speck, 
which those who had telescopes saw 
disappear on tho French coast, reaap- 
peared, growing larger with every 
minuet. Then finally the aviator be- 
came visible to the naked eye. Cheer 
after cheer arose from the enthusias- 
tic spectators, and ns he gracefully 
soared towards the landing place 
made famous by Bleriot he was given 
an ovation. He alighted at eight 
o'clock at almost the same spot as 
Eleriot, showing little signs of the 
strain of his magnificent flight. 

Capt. Chas. S. Rolls of the London 
section of the army motor reserve has 
successively followed the sports of 
bicycling, automobling, ballooning and 
aeroplaning. At Cambridge University 
he was the captain of the bicycle team 
Later he competed successfully in 
numerous automobile competitions, 
and was awarded the gold medal for 
his performance in the 1,000 miles 
trial of 1900 in England. He drove as 
tho representative of Great Britain 
in the Gordon Bennet race of 1905. 

Several times ho broke the world's 
record for speed. Capt Rolls has 
made more than 160 balloon ascen- 
sions. Taking up the sport of heavier- 
thnn-air machines, he mado a flight 
with Wilbur Wright at Le Mans in 
October, 1908. On May 27 last he 
started to make the cross-channel 
flight, but he had gone only a few 
yards when his engine failed him and 
the attempt was abandoned.

The reserve, with all 
the townsltes added to it, does not 
contain more than 2,500 acres, and 
every bit of this area and much more 
will be required for the city that is 
bound to come. Just at present there 
Is the most population naturally where 
the Fraser river steamers have in the 
past made their landing, near the Hud- 
son's Bay Co. post. Here there Is a 
busy and optimistic settlement. On the 
Nechaco side of the Indian reserve, the 
making of streets and general devel- 
opment of Fort George townsite has 
also begun, the owning company hav- 
ing from fifty to a hundred men at 
work. Excavation for a first class 
hotel is well under way and Mr. Mc- 
Arthur is at Quesuel, bound In, to 
take charge, witli a complete and first 
class hotel equipment, beds, linen — 
even a staff of waiters and a band of 
sheep to assure an abundant supply of 
fresh meat. The townsite selection is 
most advantageously level, high and 
dry, and well chosen for the purposes 
of a cltv site. There is no use what- 
ever talking of rivalry as between 
these present Fort George townsltes. 
They are all bound to be absorbed 
in the city of Fort George of the fu- 
ture, and with a good many more ad- 
ditions on the outside of them too. As 
I have said, their aggregate area is 
loss than 2,500 acres, and the original 
boom-day townsite of Winnipeg was 
far too small at 17.000 acres. Fort 
George is destined to be as large as

transport and communication. If the 
country itself is any good at all, It 
must have a truly great future, I con- 
cluded. Well. I hajrje seen part of the 
district, a very large part although 
not any considerable proportion of tho 
whole, and the country itself Is as 
superlatively favorable as Its strategi- 
cal geographical situation. It has, as 
I say. the potentialities of an Empire 
unborn. 

"Of course there are people on the 
ground who grumble and depreciate 
the country. Don't you find such bar- 
nacles everywhere? There is a certain 
class of pioneer settler who does noth- 
ing to test the land he has located In 
and sees no future for it; he has lazed 
away his time until surprised by the 
inrush of settlement disturbing his dp- 
nothing existence. Then he sneers at 
the enthusiasms of those who see fur- 
ther into possibiltlBS than he can, 
and growls at the country because 
it has not developed itself for 
his benefit. He has drifted so 
long, satisfied with meeting 
the mere necessities of life that ho 
has got a sort of dry rot. He hasn't 
recognized the great possibilities of 
the country, not because these possi- 
bilities do not and have not always ex- 
isted, but simply because he has not 
hud eyes to recognize them. Take Mr. 
Cowle, Hudson's Bay Co.'s agent at 
Fort George. He has been there thirty 
years and never took the trouble to 
stake a pre-emption for himself. He 
never had any idea, he says, that the 
place would amount to anything. 

"Of course It Is the advent of the 
railway, and the fact that Fort George 
must necessarily be an important di- 
visional' point, that has attracted re- 
C( nt and widespread attention to tile 
country. But it has natural conditions 
that far more certainly assure its fu- 
ture than even the railway construc- 
tion and operation. The railway is 
simply one important factor, supple- 
menting its water transport facilities, 
by which Its inhabitants will l>e able 
to get their supplies In economically 
and send their output inexpensively 
to markets that are insatiable and 
practically unlimited In their de- 
mands. 

' What is the general character of 
the country'.' From the Nechaco val- 
ley down, it Is as line land as a man 
would ask for— good productive soil. 
Many of the benches are a steam 
plow proposition. The general aver- 
age of the entire country will make 
good mixed- farm sites, with ranges 
that lire superlatively well adapted for 



and the Bank of British 
ca have bought Fort George locations, 
and the Union Bank of Canada is 
now looking 'for da 'specially favorable 
site." 

Mr. MacMillan, who Is the senior 
member of the firm of MacMillan & 
Vollans, and a well known Winnipeg 
operator engaged in land colonization 
as well its city building, is not Him- 
self interested in any of the Fort 
George townsite enterprises, although 
he is prominently Identified with the 
Nechaco Land Co., whose properties 
he, with a party of fourteen land 
seekers, has Just been visiting. Com- 
ing out the party made the down- 
Frasor run of ninety-seven miles from 
Fort George to Quesnel in twelve hours 
In a 40-foot dugout, with an interval 
in which they took time to shoot a 
bear. They were passengers from Ques- 
nel to Soda Creek by the new B.X. 
company steamer, and thence covered 
the 166 -miles to Ashcroft by auto in 
less than 10 hours. 

"It is one of the finest roads In a]l 
Canada," says Mr. MacMillan, "and 
your Provincial Government deserves 
the highest credit for its splendid .up- 
keep. In grades and surface it Is an 
object lesson for the leaders In the 
Canadian Good Roads movement."

Rumor Artfully Circulated by 
Chinese Ticket Agents In-

Greatly Impressed With Con- 
ditions in British Columbia 
— Answers Questions Re- 
garding India and Egypt

known British war correspondent, 
who informally addressed those pre- 
sent, making an Interesting speech in 
which he spoke of the wonderful 
growth of British Columbia, of its 
future, and of his delight at finding 
himself again in beautiful Victoria.

Introduces Mr, Villiers 

After the luncheon had been par- 
taken, the chairman introduced the 
guest of the day, Mr. Villiers, who! 
recalled previous visits to Victoria, 
and expressed his delight at being 
again In this city. British Columbia 
was an old love; he had fallen in love 
with the province more than twenty 
years ago. He found a great change 
had come over his old llame since 
then. She was slow, sedate, almost 
lazy. Now she had developed Into an 
attractive lady, and he dilated at 
length on the charms he had found 
on his present visit. He had come 
here in the course of a lecture sour, 
but incidentally he had come to ex- 
plore one of the greatest countries In 
the world, the western provinces of 
Canada. British Columbia and Al- 
berta had a wonderful future. Here 
was the best proposition in the world, 
and he felt sure that capitalists in 
England if they were brought to a 
realization of the prospects would in- 
vest fortunes here. 

After dilating on his Impressions of 
British Columbia, Mr. Villiers said 
that, as Sir Ernest Shackleton had 
told his auditors before the Canadian 
Club at Vancouver that he would not 
talk of the South Pole, he would not 
touch of his campaigning experiences, 
reserving that for his lecture of the 
evening. He would prefer to answer! 
any questions any present might ask 
of him. 

Situation in Egypt 

Mr. H. D. Helmcken humorously 
referred to Col. Roosevelt's London 
speech, In which he criticised the 
policy of Great Britain in Egypt. 

Mr. Villiers, who lias accompanied 
six of the eight Egyptian campaigns 
of Great Britain, said Col. Roosevelt 
had in his impression done the proper 
thing In offering some good advice. It 
was time a firmer policy was adopted 
In Egypt. He contrasted British and 
German methods. The policy of Ger- 
many was that of Bismarck, a policy 
of. "blood and iron." The time would 
come when there would be a show- 
down between Great Britain and Ger- 
many. It might never come to war. 
If Britain was prepared, but there 
would be a call and a show down. Ho 
was in favor of conscription, for 
which an agitation had recently been 
started in England, and he was sorry 
this policy found opposition. It had 
been favored by the late King Ed- 
ward, and he considered those who 
opposed it were not rendering good 
service to their country. 

Asked regarding the use of aero- 
planes In war by Mr. Crease he said 
he believed they would play an im- 
portant part in the next conflict. 
In South Africa 

Asked by Mr. Eugrln his opinion as 
to the policy of entrusting the man- 
agement of affairs in South Africa to 
the Boers he said he considered this 
action a regrettable one. 

He said that Col. Roosevelt's re- 
marks regarding Egypt would apply 
with equal force In India, in tho 
event of war with Germany it was 
likely that Russia would tnke the op- 
portunity to invade India, and in that 
event there would be opportunity for 
Britisli Columbians to vender service 
to tlie Empire by pouring a force of 
Canadian soldiers into India. 

In answer to Mr. McCurdy ho said 
he considered the fortification of the 
Pacific frontier most necessary, and 
In answer to an enquiry whether ho 
considered the military system Im- 
proved manhood, he replied affirma- 
tively, and went on to speak of 1I10 
Boy Scout movement, which he con- 
sidered one of the best that hnd been 
inaugurated, and he prophesied that a 
grateful Empire 1 would some day be 
erecting monuments because of it to 
Major-General Baden Powell. 

Mr. H. D. Helmcken, moved a reso- 
lution placing the club on record as 
being deeply grieved because of tho 
death of the late King Edward the 
Seventh, and joy at the accession of 
King George the Fifth, who had been 
seen by Victorians when he visited 
these shores. Col. Prior seconded this 
resolution, which was carried, -and 
Mr. C. H. Eugrln moved a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Villiers. The proceed- 
ings closed with the singing of the 
National Anthem.

Emerson Lumber Company 
Employees Continue to Log 
on Disputed Holdings Dis- 
regarding Government • 



Now and spectacular developments In 
the drawn battlo between tho Provincial 
Government and 11 r. .T. S. Emerson, 
principal owner In the Emerson Lumber 
Company of Vancouver, are on the tapis, 
as a result of Mr. Emerson's disregard 
of tho governmental cancellation of two 
of his extensive timber limits upon the 
establishment, to the satisfaction of tho 
Executive, that the provisions of the 
Timber Manufacture Act had been do- 
llborntoly violated in the exportation 
of timber from such license berths to 
the Bolllngham mills. It will bo re- 
membered that this matter occupied tho 
special attention of the Provincial Exe- 
cutive at several recent meetings, the 
license holder being unable to contro- 
vert the testimony offered by Inspector 
Haslam and Others as to tho Illegal ex- 
portation. 

Since the cancellation of the limits by 
tho Government, employees of Mr. Em- 
erson (presumably by his authority and 
diroctlon) have continued to cut timber 
on tho cancelled holdings, and tho Gov- 
renmont has In consequence been oblig- 
ed to Issue summonses to nineteen log- 
gers apprehended at work on the Elen 
and Broughton Islands lands covered by 
tho disputed licenses, the summonses In 
question being made returnable at Van- 
couver on the 8th Instant — which Is 
Wednesday next. Mr. Emerson claims 
to welcome this action of the Govern- 
ment as affording him opportunity to 
bring boforc tho courts tho matter of 
the cancellation, which ho disputes as In 
excess of governmental power and un- 
justified. Discussing the latest phase 
of the question which has been much to 
the fore of late, Mr. Emerson says: 

"Yos, it Is true that nineteen of our 
loggers have been summoned to appear 
in court at Vnncouver on the 8th Instant 
on charges dealing with tho cutting of 
timber on two northern licenses held by 
mo. It is my Intention to defend these 
men, as it was by my instructions that 
they remained on the ground. I Intend 
to fight the whole thing to a finish. The 
men of two camps, covered by the two 
timber licenses, have been summoned. 
Ono other camp In the same locality Is 
In operation, but for some reason un- 
known to mo the men employed at it 
have not been Interfered with. Tho 
summonses were served by officers of 
the Provincial Government on tho power 
boat R. J. Skinner. The two licenses 
In question tho Government claims were 
cancolled during the latter part of 
March, and we were given until April 
18th to vacate tho premises. On my re- 
turn I learned of tho condition of things, 
and upon looking into tho matter con- 
cluded that the Government hnd acted 
unfairly. I deny that the Government 
had any cause to cancel the licenses, and 
I Instructed my men to koop on working 
and to resist any Interference by Gov- 
ernment officers. Wo have 'steadily 
continued tho operation of these camps 
—hence the present action on the part 
of tho Government, and now the fight 
will begin." 



liller Bills Places Restrictions 
on Newspapers — Liability of 
Telegraph Companies Under 
New Law 



It Is now generally understood 
throughout British Columbia that all 
race meetings promoted by horse- 
flesh lovers of this province must In 
this and succeeding years bo carried 
out under the general restrictions of 
the recently adopted Miller bill, which 
became law during the lately end- 
ed session of the Dominion house, and 
which limits the continuance of race 
meetings to a little mono than ono 
week. The public Is also cognizant 
of the fact that the operation of tho 
new bill Introduces generally the bet- 
ting system known as tho pari mutuel 
but It appears to be not so generally 
known that from now forward, It is 
illegal In Canada for any newspaper 
to publish news relating to betting, 
wagering or similar speculation, how- 
ever couched, and it Is equally illegal 
for telegraph companies to transmit 
messages, either press or private, 
similarly referring to betting matters. 
Possibly in this respect the now law 
trespasses further upon tho right of 
private correspondence than any other 
law on the statute book of any Brit- 
ish possession Tho precise responsi- 
bility or liability of telegraph com- 
panies under the new law was recent- 
ly referred by tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway Co.'s telegraph branch to tho 
company's solicitor, for an authorita- 
tive ruling for tho guidance of ser- 
vants of the company, and -as a re- 
sult that officer's letter in reply has 
been transmitted to all telegraph of- 
fices, with formal Instructions to 
.counter clerks to exercise extreme 
care In the acceptance of messages, 
guiding themselves by the require- 
ments of the law. The instructive 
letter of tho learned counsel in quest- 
ion reads as follows. 

"Montreal, 4th May, 1910. 
"James Kent, Esq., 

"Manager C.P.R. Telegraphs, 
Montreal. 

"Dear Sir: — Section 3 of what is 
known as tho Miller Bill, provides that 
everyone is guilty of an indictable of- 
fence and liable to ono year's Impris- 
onment and to a fine not exceeding 
$1,000 who "wilfully and knowingly 
transmits any message by telegraph 
conveying any information relating to 
bookmoklng, pool selling, betting or 
wagering, or Intend to assist In 
bookmoklng, pool selling, betting or 
wagering." 

It should not, I think, bo objection- 
able to you to receive from the sec- 
retary of tho Ontario Jockey Club, in- 
formation as to entries, and to trans- 
mit them to the newspapers, hut It 
would bo in contravention of the 
statute if Information as to betting 
and oddB wero transmitted by tele- 
graph, and you should advise your lo - 
cal offices accordingly. If such infor- 
mation Is transmitted It should bo by 
code, the meaning of which messages 



could not be expected to bo intelligi- 
ble to tho company's agents.

Logging Camp Burned 

PRIEST RIVER, Idaho, Juno 2. — 
Three neparato forest fires are raging 
in tho vicinity of this place, and ono 
of them has done severe damage. The 
fires are along tho three wagon roads 
which lead to and from Priest Rapids, 
and as there Is no sign of their abate- 
ment the situation is serious. Tho 
fire which has so far done tho most 
damage broke out Monday in some 
slashings about seven miles from hero 
on the West Branch.

The sixty 
men and two women who lived there 
succeeded in escaping to Priest River.

Frederic Vllllers, war correspondent 
and artist, prototype of Kipling's 
characterization of Dick , Ileldar, tho 
war-artist of "Tho Light That Fail- 
ed," gave an Illustrated war talk, 
during which ho threw 115 stirring 
snapshots and sketches on tho dark- 
ened screen at A. O. U. W. hall before 
a large audience last night. Mr. Vll- 
llers began hfa lecture with pictures 
of his earlier campaigns with the 
Servians and Tui'ks and Greeks, and 
then showed pictures and told of 
Arabl Pasha's affair. Then he told of 
Lieut. Rawson's notable night march 
with the Highlanders at Tel el Kebir, 
and showed pictures of that great 
charge. Pictures of the campaigns in 
the Soudan, including a fac simile of 
General Gordon's last letter to Lord 
Wolseley, were shown, and humorous 
stories of tho camel corps, locust and 
dust storms of Egypt were illustrated. 
Then on to' South Africa the lec- 
turer veered, and showed many snap- 
shots of the fighting against the Boers 
Including the surrender of General 
Cronje. ;. 

Picturos of the Japanese troops in 
Manchuria were shown, including sev- 
eral striking photographs mado by a 
Victorian, who accompanied General 
Oku's army. Mr. Villiers paid a 
graceful tribute to this correspondent, 
and went on to show pictures and toll 
of the campaign against tho Riffs by 
the Spaniards in Morrocco, and 
brought a capital entertainment to a 
close with some anecdotes of the lato 
King Edward the Seventh, the Peace- 
maker.

Mayor Would Get at Bottom of 
Fort Street Improvement 
Scheme But Inquiry Fail to 
Enlighten Civic Heads 



Investigations appear to be the or- 
der of the day in civic affairs. Tho 
latest attempt at getting at tho facts 
through formal proceedings was made 
last evening when Mayor Morley, Al- 
derman Bnnnarman, chairman of tho 
streets committee, and Alderman 
LanglGy, chairman of the legislative 
committee, heard the explanations giv- 
en by the city engineer, city assessor, 
city solicitor and barrister, and other 



officials as to the reasons of the de- 
lay In completing the Fort Street im- 
provement scheme. Two meetings 
wero held yesterday. One In tho af- 
ternoon when the Investigation was 
decided upon, and tin.' other in tho 
evening when tho officials wero put 
through their paces in the effort to 
arrive at tho causes of the delay. 
The net result of tho two sessions 
was more hard feelings between his 
worship and some of the aldermen, 
and tho decision to ask tho city bar- 
rister to give an opinion on the, status 
of the improvement scheme. Alderman 
Sarglson ran foul of tho mayor at 
the afternoon session and met moro 
rebuffs nt the evening meeting while 
tho other aldermen who wero present 
at the latter meeting left before the 
inquiry was over. 

Tho afternoon meeting was a spec- 
ial session called by the mayor who 
explained that owing to the complaints 
of the delay In tho Fort street widen- 
ing scheme a select committee should 
be appointed to investigate, the in- 
quiry not to go beyond the heads of 
the various departments Interested. 
The mayor produced a communication 
from the city solicitor which was to 
the effect that lie would not be pre- 
pared to attend any investigation un- 
less a qualified stenographer wore 
present to take notes' of the meeting. 
His worship admitted that he did not 
like tho tenor of the solicitor's com- 
munication but Alderman Sarglson 
pointed out that it would bo as well 



to have an exact record of the pro- 
ceedings, in fact such a record 
would prove most essential. 

Aldermen MeKcown and Raymond 
criticized the proposition of an inquiry 
stating that they could hardly see the 
need of such a step, and suggesting 
that tho city solicitor might refuse to 
appear unless tho meeting wero re- 
ported by a competent stenographic 
authority, and when the mayor declared 
he had the right to subpoena tho so- 
licitor if the latter should refuse to ap- 
pear, the other members of the council 
expressed some doubt of the need or 
expediency of such drastic steps, 
whereupon his worship asked: "Is this 
council running the solicitor or is the 
solicitor running the council?" 

Mayor Morley explained that some- 
thing must bo done to get at tho bottom 
of tho delay In connection with the 
improvement scheme. Owners were 
daily complaining and tho expropria- 
tion proceedings had evidently been 
muddled somewhere. The city- solicitor 
was blaming the city assessor and city 
engineer and an enquiry was needed 
to show who is responsible. Tho city 
barrister and city solicitor should be 
called, though the trouble was! that 
they might get their heads together 
and talk the matter over. 

When Alderman Sarglson expressed 
doubt at the wisdom of holding tho In- 
vestigation and Mayor Morley took -oc- 
casion to remark that Alderman Sargl- 
son was too prone to advance sugges- 



tions, ill digested and Incorrect, the 
latter came back with tho remark that 
his worship was also prone to speak 
: before he was sure of his facts. How- 
ever Mayor Morley carried his point 
and the investigation was decided upon. 
! The evening session was closed to 
tho press, but tho net result waR nil si 
far as placing responsibility for thii 
delay.' Tho city assessor outlined tho 
, steps which had been taken in connec- 
tion with the Fort Street Improvement 
scheme and showed that so far as ho 
: was concerned, there had been no delay. 
The city barrister and solicitor sup- 
plied advice end the mayor did most of 
I the talking, but what fact3 the ston- 
' ographer took down will do little to- 
' wards solving the problem of responsi- 
bility, and after a three hours' session 
tbo meeting adjourned with the burden 
1 of the solution of tha difficulty east 
j upon the city barrister. Alderman 
Sarglson, because he tool: occasion to 
interrupt the proceedings by whisper* 
Ing to a follow alderman, drew upon 
: his head the wrath of the mayor, and 
I was advised to either keop quiet or 
' leave the committee room, while Al- 
dermen number, Rosa and Raymond, 
, who were present purely in tho capac- 
j tty of spectators, decided that it wa:t 
no place for them and they, departed.

, COMPLEMENTARY PROVINCES 

In the course of his interesting talk 
before the Canadian Club, Mr. Fred- 
erick Villiors coupled British Colum- 
bia and Alberta together, and de- 
scribed them as likely to become the 
greatest industrial centre in the world 
In the economy of nature these two 
provinces have been created to be 
the complement of each other. Very 
naturally the East looks upon every- 
thing between the Atlantic nnd the 
Rocky Mountains as Its territory, to 
he developed and exploited from the 
St. Lawrence valley and the Atlantic 
seaboard, but those of us who look 
into the future from tho standpolnnt 
of western observers, and we think 
all persons, who like Mr. Villlers are 
able to take a view of the future 
broadened by world wide observation, 
realize that, whatever may be the 
ease with Manitoba anil Saskatche- 
wan, the destiny of Alberta is pointed 
towards the Pacific Coast, and that 
its future is inseparably and very 
closely bound up with that of British 
Columbia. These two great provin- 
ces, with a united area of nearly G00,- 
000 square miles, nre so stored with 
incalculable resources and so tilled 
with illimitable possibilities, and have 
an ocean frontier that is nearer Asia 
than any other part of North Am- 
erica across which commerce can find 
a course. It' these two provinces were 
one, they would constitute a political 
entity which could make a claim to 
potential greatness such as no other 
part of the world could rival, and the 
fact that a. statute has drawn an 1m-. 
aginary lino between them makes no 
■difference. 

In considering the future of this 
province we ought to keep this idea 
in mind, and we ought' to act In con- 
cert with our neighbors as far as is 
possible in all questions of general 
importance. We are not now speak- 
ing in a political sense at all, but 
from a material standpoint, for the 
two provinces may fittingly be de- 
veloped as one, there being no real 
rivalry between them except In re- 
spect to those things which are for 
their mutual advantage. AVe are very 
glad that Mr. Vlllicrs spoke of this 
community of interest of the two 
westernmost-provinces, for It will 
serve to attract general attention to 
it. YVe are apt often to think local- 
ly, and when a gentleman of his 
standing points us farth r afield than 
our own surroundings he confers a 
great benefit upon us. 

A DISTINGUISHED VISITOR 

Victoria may be honored by having 
Sir Ernest Shackleton as a visitor. 
There will be much regret if he comes 
and goes without the citizens having 
an opportunity to hear him tell of his 
experiences in the Antarctic. Sir 
Ernest is a representative British ex- 
plorer. He is modest In his claims, 
and if- he is seeking to make money 
out of a lecture tour, it is only be- 
cause the expense of his great expedi- 
tion has made it imperative for him 
to do so. If no arrangements are 
made . for his public appearance, he 
need not on that account think that 
his achievement is not fully appreci- 
ated by tin; people of the city. Vic- 
toria does not, as a rule, think much 
about lecturers, and there Is no or- 
ganization here that makes a specialty 
of arranging for them. And then this 
is June, tho month of roses, when it 
is a grievous thing for a Victorian to 
have to stay indoors of an evening. 

Sir Ernest Shackleton Is a man of 
•whom all the British Empire feels 
proud. He set about his great effort 
■without any nourish of trumpets, and 
lie came home and told modestly 
•what he had done. There was no con- 
troversy over his report. Every one 
accepted what he said as strictly true. 
Comparisons are. proverbially odious, 
hut it is worthy of note that he did 
r:0t make the last stage of his journey 
so that the glory of reaching the Pole 
might be shared by no one but him- 
self, or otherwise conduct himself so 
that the prestige might nil bo hit,; but 
in tho determined British fashion he 
X>ressed towards his goal and when ho 
came back to tel! how nearly lie had 
reached it, he gave the credit nf the 
achievement to others. But the fact 
remains that he knew how to organize 
success, and this is a quality that Is 
of inestimable value. Sir Ernest has 
intimated that Canada is to ho his 
future home. We suggest to him that 
Victoria would be a good place for 
him to live. Wo cannot promise him 
any Antarctic weather, but when he. 
gets tired of our genial climate, there 
will always be the Buttles Lake 
glaciers where ho can so for recre- 
ation amid eternal snows. ,

Stewart may become the entrepot 
of a region, whose relations to the 
rest of British Columbia will be as 
important as those of Alaska to the 
State of Washington.

Fewer young men are will- 
ing to engage in the work than the 
requirements of the country demand. 
One reason assigned Is that the min- 
isterial course of study Is too se- 
vere and the remuneration of minis- 
ters Is very small. This Is a matter 
that concerns everybody, for what 
is true of tho Methodists Is true of 
other Protestant denominations, and 
if some remedy cannot be discovered 
there will he a great shortage of! 
ministers of the Gospel in Canada, a 
condition of things that is not pleas- 
ant to contemplate. It will not be a 
good tiling for Canada, it will Indeed 
be an excedlngly bad thing, if the 
country Is settled up by people who 
are not able to enjoy spiritual ad- 
vice. 



One of' the most exasperating peo- 
ple in this vale of tears is the person 
who rings you up over the telephone 
and having ascertained who you arc, 
begins a series of remarks after tills 
fashion: Do you know who I am'.' 
Don't you recognize my voice'.' Make 
another guess. O, nonsense, don't you 
know me?

Ho has broken In tipon 
the other and politeness at least ought 
to tell him that ho ought not to en- 
croach upon the other's time by com- 
pelling him to make frantic guesses 
at his individuality. It Is a good 
plan also when you answer a call to 
say who you are. Then there will bo 
no occasion for you to listen, when 
Central gives the wrong number, to 
something that docs not concern you. 
How many times has this happened 
to you? You ring up some one; tho 
call Is answered; you proceed to state 
what you want to say, and the per- 
son at tho other end of the wire puts 
you to tho trouble of telling it all 
over again.

Naas River Indians Deny Right 
of Settlers to Stake Off Land 
in Aryansh Valley— A Re- 
markable Document 



Trouble is again threatened by tho 
native Inhabitants of the Naas River, 
u ho last, winter Inaugurated a short* 
lived campaign against the whites which, 
would have doubtless been disastrous 
bin for the prompt measures or tin: 
Government to protect the Isolated set- 
tlers In the threatened district. During 
the past few weeks numerous lnnd-seek- 
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teniporato boasting 
men, who have tnlcon' ; 
In taunting the indtai 
aught lo break I lie pence of the land, 
soldiers will be sent north ami "the 
Naas will run red with blond." Tho 
Naas Indians are highly civilized ami 
take their stninl on tho established prin- 
ciples, of , in tornation.nl law that national 
ownership of any country may only bo 
established by right of conquest, treaty 
acquisition Ol formal purchase. The 
Naas country, they, assert, has never 
been so acquired by Great Britain, and 
if it. is to be claimed by right of con- 
quest, they propose in fight for their 
heritage as did the Boers of South Afri- 
ca. 

During last year and this, the natives 
have spent upwards of $2,000 in secur- 
ing legal opinions of eminent constitu- 
tional lawyers in Toronto and in Van* 
couver.' During tho putt few weeks each 
land-seeker turned back liar, been duly 
served with a copy of the formal state- 
ment of .tho Indians' position, which re- 
markable document reads ns hereunder: 

"Whereas we, the Indian people of tho 
Alyansh Valley, Naas River, British Co- 
lumbia, being 11)0 lawful and original 
Inhabitants and ' possessors of all tho 
lands contained therein from time imme- 
morial; anil being assured in our pos- 
session of the same by the proclamation 
of His AIujOHty King George HI., under 
date of October 7th, 17Ca, which procla- 
iConllnued on Page 12.)

Rioht-of-Way . 

At an adjourned meeting of the 
provincial executive yesterduy, morn- 
ing, Mr. Robert F. Green, of this city,< 
was named by the goveViiiiient as one 
of the valuation board which will de- 
termine tho price to be 'paid by the 
Kettle River Valley Railway Co. for 
the old graded right-of-way of the 
Midway & Vernon railway, which is to 
be taken over by Mr. Warren's com- 
pany, the proceeds to be applied to 
settlement of the -outstanding debto 
of the Midway & Vernon, on account 
of labor employed and materials sup- 
plied for this unfinished section of line 
in the Interior. 

In such settlement, wage claims will- 
necessarily have preference, and It is 
expected that tho amount realized 011 
the turning over or tho graded section 
will bo nt least sufficient to satisfy 
wage indebtedness, although the old 
grade must necessarily have consid- 
erably depreciated In value through 
washouts, etc., since it has been left 
unfinished and uncared for.

In Woman's Realm 

. - 




Prince Rupert's city council has de- 
cided to slake three hundred inches of 
water nt Woodworlh Lake, for future 
civic purposes. This is a first step to- 
ward the settlement of the question of 
the city's permanent water supply.

Here and There 



It is very plain from the report of the 
last meeting- of the .Ladies Auxiliary 
to the Provincial Royal Jubilee Hospi- 
tal that a large sum of money must he 
raised In the near future either to build 
a new hospital or to remodel the old 
one. Twenty years ngo the Jubilee 
was the pride of Victoria. Now It Is 
old and some of Its appliances out-of- 
date. 

A year ago Mrs. Rhodes, the presi- 
dent of this society, stated tlmt a new 
building was needed and her statement 
has been confirmed by the directors. 

In this time of prosperity, It ought 
not to be difficult to raise the money 
that will be needed besides the provin- 
cial and the city grant. Since the old 
hospital was built the city has extend- 
ed in all directions. Many of the new- 
comers are wealthy. Not a few of 
those who were poor then are now rich. 
All are prosperous. 

It is true, no one can look at the 
busy scenes which are to be seen from 
almost every window without realizing 
that a great deal of money Is being laid 
out In making the city a modern one. 
But If progress Is the watchword every- 
where else, there is all the more need 
that the people's hospital should be In 
every way fitted for Its purpose. 

Prom the beginning of Victoria's Ills- 
try the women have helped In the work 
of the hospital. Busy wives and hard- 
working mothers found time forty 
years ngo to provide for the needs of 
the sick. There are some who say that 
-such work should not be left to the ef- 
forts of the charitable, but that all hos- 
pitals should be managed and owned 
by the state. It may well be question- 
ed, however, if the world would not be 
poorer If all contributions were forced 
Instead of being freely given. Pity and 
love are qualities that must be exer- 
cised if they are to have a place In the 
human heart. He who told us that— 

"The quality of mercy Is not strained: 
It droppeth as the gentle rain from 

heaven 
Upon the place beneath" 

would not have looked with favor on 
the system which would take from the 
individual the privilege of caring for 
the sick. 

Nor is it right that this work of 
charity should be delegated to a few. 
Does it not seem strange that In this 
city, where there are hundreds of wo- 
men of means and leisure, that there 
should only have been nine women 
present at the last meeting of the sen- 
ior hospital society. 

If we are to have a new hospital, up- 
to-date and well managed, Victoria 
women, young and old, must lend their 
aid freely both by their work and their 
influence to the cause. In ninny cases, 
this will need self-denial, In all, It will 
need sympathy and thought. But our 
women are not wanting in generosity, 
In energy, nor In pity for the suffering. 
When the hospital directors sot their 
hands iti earnest to this work they will 
find the women ready to second their 
efforts. 

It Is most satisfactory to learn that 
provision i.s being made for the needs 
of tuberculosis patients. Already 
there are six men In the temporary 
quarters that have been put up, Two 
of these, are Hindus. Those who con- 
tributed to the fund collected on Hos- 
pital Saturday will be pleased to learn 
that a part of it will supply so ur- 
gent a need. Perhaps there are other 
citizens who will now be glad of an 
opportunity of helping to make the 
hist days of such sufferers as happy 
and as comfortable as possible. When 
colder weather comes the expense of 
keeping tubercular patients will be 
much greater than It is in summer. 
But now that n beginning lias been 
made, there will be by that: time 
money enough to make suitable pro- 
vision for those who must bear this 
£ad and lingering illness. 

Now that the school term is near 
its close many lathers and mothers 
will be deciding whether the children 
who are taking, the entrance exami- 
nations will go to high school or look 
for a position. In many cases the 
matter must be decided by. the house- 
hold Income. If that is not sufficient 
to feed and clothe the family and to 
supply the pupils with the. necessary 
books, then the boy or girl must seek 
suitable employment. But very often 
children leave school when there is 
no such necessity. It is very com- 
mon to hear a young girl say "O' I 
am going to be a stenographer and 1 
will not need to learn any more." It 
is safe to say that nine out of every 
ten gll'ls who leave school In tills way 
regret it after a short experience. 
The girl who lias had the opportunity 
lo read and think which she gains in 
a good high school will make a better 
worker even in a business office thnn 
one who has not had such training. 
Parents should not let the young peo- 
ple forget that life Is more thnn the 
power to earn money. It Is qulto true 
that education does not end in our 
school days but it should be well be- 
gun there. 

There is no reason why the steno- 
grapher or the dressmaker should not 
be as well educated a woman as the 
teacher. The likelihood is that all 
three will some day he mistresses of 
homes of their own and that not onlv 
their husbands and children but ail 
with whom they associate will be 
better because of the education they 
have received or the worse for the 
lack of It. The little girl, proud or 
her high school entrance certificate 
will not think about such things but 
her mother if she is wise will not 
forget them. 

The following letter has been re- 
ceived by each of the principals of 
the schools in the city. It expresses 
the feeling, not. only of the school- 
board but of all who were present at 
the beautiful memorial services held 
for the children. The kindly thought 
whclh promoted the acknowledgment 
will not soon be forgotten by the 
teachers: 

"I am Instructed by the Board of 
School Trustees to convey to you 
their admiration of the orderly and 
reverent behavior of the pupils of 
your school on the occasion of the 
services held last Thursday in me- 
mory of our late King, and their high 
appreciation of the excellent arrange- 
ments made by yourself and your 
Staff, whereby that desirable .result 
was attained.

That clever and iin-eompromlsing 
advocate of -woman's suffrage, Ida 
Husted Harper, has the following ar- 




ticle in the current number of Harp- 
er's Bazar: 

"There Is no more encouraging fea- 
ture of this struggle than the form- 
ing of Men's Leagues lor women suf- 
frage, in New Tork, Massachusetts, 
Maryland, Illinois and other States. 
On that historic occasion in 1901 when 
the Empress of Germany received the 
officials of the International Council 
of Women, Miss Susan B. Anthony 
took the oportunlty to express the 
hope that Emperor William would 
give his. approval to the so-called 
"woman question." The Empress 
smiled, and said, 'The gentlemen are 
very slow to comprehend this move- 
ment.' And so they have been, not 
only in Germany, but In all countries, 
and nowhere quite so slow as In the 
United States. They bad to wait 
till the men in a half a dozen others 
had formed these leagues before It 
occurred to them to do so. One of 
the founders of the New York league, 
Col. George Harvey, head of the 
Harper publications and editor of the 
North American Review, has long 
been an earnest advocate of the en- 
franchisement of women. Recently 
he save an address In the Gurdcn 
theatre. New Yodk City, which cov- 
ered the whole subject so completely 
that one felt almost as if tho last 
word had been spoken. Under the 
heading, 'Woman's Inherent Right,' he 
took up the ancient time-worn objec- 
tions and disposed ot them with ridi- 
cule or seriousness, according to their 
merits, demonstrating how In fact 
they demolished each other— women 
would all vote as their husbands do 
and tho number o£ voters would 
merely be doubled; they would vote 
differently from their husbands and 
create domestic discord; women 
would neglect their homes and fami- 
lies to vote; they would not vote if 
they had the suffrage; women should 
become experts in government before 
asking tho franchise; under no cir- 
cumstances should they attempt to 
deal with political problems; women 
should be satisfied with men's gov- 
ernment; politics Is a mire of corrup- 
tion which women must not enter — 
and so on and on, no objection with 
any logic or weight, all disproved by 
experience and fact. Colnoel Harvey 
closed his argument with this strong 
assertion; 

"From every conceivable view-point 
woman's right to participate in gov- 
ernment is Inherent and, as such, pre- 
eminent; surpassing all oilier prero- 
gatives, transcending all other privi- 
leges — a truth as self-evident nnd as 
worthy of striving to sustain as is 
that which constitute the crux of the 
American man's Declaration ot In- 
dependence." 

Brave words these — to which tho 
descendants of him who utter them 
will look back with pride — such words 
as the descendants of those who are 
now opposing a woman suffrage will 
wish had been a part of their heri- 
tage! 



Court of Appeal 

Winter v. B, C. Electric Railway 
Co. — Negligence— -highway — use of by 
street car company— motor car struck 
by tramcar— negligence of driver of 
tramcar. 

Plaintiff's motor cax, proceeding 
along the highway, got partly between 
the rails of the defendant company, 
but owing to the condltlqn of the 
road was unable to get out of the way 
of an approaching tramcar. On see- 
ing his difficulty, the driver signalled 
to the motorman of the tramcar to 
stop, which he endeavored to do, but 
was .unable to avoid a collision in 
which the motor car was damaged. 
The trial judge (Hunter, C. J.) gave 
judgment for plaintiff on the ground 
of negligence on. the part of the de- 
fendant company in not having cars 
of the size which caused the collision 
equipped with air brakes, which 
would, ho held, have enabled the 
motorman to have stopped in time to 
prevent the collision. 

Held, on appeal, on the evidence 
(Irving, J. A., dissenting) that there 
was no negligence on the part of the 
motorman. 

Per Martin, J. A., That there was 
no evidence to support the finding of 
negligence In the company's not hav- 
ing the car equipped with air brakes.

A. K. Hldler narrowly escaped death by 
drowning. 

Rev. R. Newton Powell has been 
transferred from Nelson to tho pastoral 
charge .of the Kltsllano Methodist 
church at Vancouver. 

Lieut. Sir Ernost Shackle ton received 
a most enthusiastic wolcomo at Vancou- 
ver during his visit to that city on 
Monday and Tuesday. 

Four thousand dollars will this year 
be spent on the beach trail from the In- 
dian vlllago to Iloi, Q. O. I., with branch 
trails to settlers' preemptions. 

A movement Is on foot In the Slmllka- 
meen for stocking the lakes with bass, 
white fish and shad, and for the Im- 
portation of European song-birds. 

W. M. Davis, formerly city engineer at 
Berlin, Ont., has been nppointcd In' a 
similar capacity In Prince Rupert, at an 
annual salary of $5,000. 

By the casting vote of Mayor Taylor, 
tho Vancouver City Council has decided 
to erect a new $100,000 city hall on tho 
old site. 

Princo Rupert's municipal council will 
for tho present occupy tho old Bank of 
Commerce building as nn emergency city 
hall. 

Row JQhn G. Gibson,' who has been 
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acting as assistant to Rev. R. Newton 
Powell at Nelson, has joined the Metho- 
dist mission steamer in Coastal service. 

For picking the pocket of A. L. Frost 
at the Vancouver depot and abstracting 
$0, Georgo E. Ward has been sentenced 
to flvo years' imprisonment — a year for 
each dollar taken. 

A new trial has boon ordered In the 
case of August Charlie, indicted In the 
assize court at New AVestminster for tho 
murder of Howard Wado, tho trial Jury 
being unable to agree. 

Vancouver's freo library, which wni 
closed five weeks ago for repairs that 
were to have been completed within 
fortnight, is still Inaccessible to tho pub- 
lic, and will remain closed indefinitely. 

Tho police are on tho lookout for a 
man known as Wilson, who is charged 
with the forgery and successful passing 
of a number of bogus checiues on the 
Bank of Commerce and the Bank of Mon- 
treal at Prince Rupert. 

The Slinllkameen River rose nineteen 
and a half feet one day recently and tho 
ground floor of the Similkameen Falls 
power house was six feet under water. 
Coffer dams had to be put In around the 
machinery to save It from damage. 

Tho town of Savona Is hereaftor to bo 
recognized as such by tho C.P.R.. which 
heretofore has entitled at Savonas — in 
much the same manner that Duncan, on 
this Island, is commonly referred to 
as Duncans. 

The Grout Northern has been very se- 
verely condemned by a coroner's Jury 
sitting In the case of the death of She- 
goro Owendara, a Japanese laborer. 
Gross neglect of adequate protection 
agencies is charged against the railway 
company. 

John Alfred McNeil, a sentimental 
young carpenter of Prince Rupert, has 
beon adjudged insane and sent to Now 
Westminster asylum. McNeil's par- 
tlcu'ar fad was writing love letters to 
all tho young ladles in the city whoso 
names he could obtain. 

Princo Rupert tradesmen will suffer, 
It is stated, in the matter of the fish- 
ing licenses on the Naas and Skeena 
rivers, as several hundred Indian fisher- 
men will be out of employment, and will 
thus be unable to pay debts contracted 
during the past winter. 

Piping, lighting and pumping plants 
have reached Stewart for the Stewart- 
Portland Canal Light, Water & Power 
Co., Ltd., which will serve temporarily 
tho wants of the town, pending tho in- 
stallation next year of an hydro-olectrlc 
plant on Marmot River, where a largo 
water right has beon secured. Owing 
to the presence of glacial mud in the 
creeks, water will bo secured by sinking 
artesian wells, from which water will be 
pumped to a reservoir, and thence dis- 
tributed by gravitation. 

First arrosts under the new Canada 
Immigration Act have been mado at Van- 
couver, Minnie Harklns and Rose Pjirkes. 
two young women'; T>efng hold prisoners 
for having entered Canada after having 
been rejected and turned back as unde- 
sirables by a Dominion official. ' The 
maximum offence provided is two years' 
imprisonment and deportation at the ex- 
piry of the term. The capture of the 
two women In question involved a Ions 
pursuit extending from Seattle to Prince 
Rupert and back to Vancouver. 

Interesting argument on tho scope of 
the Workmen's Compensation Act took 
placo before .Mr. Justice Murphv at Van- 
couver Tuesday, In the action by Jacob 
Ward to secure compensation from tho 
Eraser River Mills for Injuries received 
while In their employ. It was shown 
that 50 per cent, of his wage was paid 
Ward during his enforced lay-up and 
that he was now back at work at full 
wages. ills earning capacity was there- 
fore not prejudiced., Tho court endorsed 
this view of the matter, but reserved de- 
cision.

WON GRATITUDE 

OF PA TAGO'NIANS 

When Superstitious Natives Fearod 
Distress Because Idol was Lost 
Commander Had it Restored 



Victoria, B. C. 




To bo hailed as the savior of a tribe 
of Patagoniun Indians, because he re- 
stored their Idol, was the experience 
of Copt. John von Heims, In charge of 
the big Kosmos liner Sisak, which is 
at Seattle from Hamburg, via the 
Strait of Magellan. 

Capt. von Holms is an enthusiastic 
hunter, and when his ship made a 
three-day atop at Punta Arenas, late 
in March, the captain went on a sea 
lion hunt with three Patagonian In- 
dians as guides, one of them chief of 
the Kwumuk tribe of fishermen. Tho 
captain found these Indians In an ab- 
ject state of poverty and general 
demoralization. 

Tho chief explained to Capt. von 
Helm that his people were much afraid 
of the great new star, meaning Hal- 
ley's comet. To make matters worse, 
some white men had visited them and 
had managed to run off with their 
idol. The tribe were sure that anni- 
hilation was in store for them. The 
men rel'used to set out in their bouts, 
and the women had let their coolting 
fires go out. 

From the Indian's description Capt. 
von Holms recognized the white men 
at; a party of authropologists sent out 
by. a world-famous university, to study 
the South American aborigines. 

He abandoned his sea lion hunt and 
went back to Punta Arenas, where he 
found the party of scientists busily 
engaged in tabulating and packing 
tlioir various finds. He explained to 
them the state of the Kwumuks and 
asked them to restore the idol. At 
first they denied having it In their 
possession. Then Capt. von Helms 
faced them with the old Indian chief, 
who identified them as the thieves. 

Tho scientists, fortified with letters 
to the Chilean government which mn.de 
them practically Immune from arrest 
at tho Instigation of the Indians, re- 
fused absolutely to return the Image. 
They explained that It was of great 
value, being, as far as had been as- 
certained, a work of the pliocene, or 
preglaclal period; that no Idol of this 
prehistoric age had ever been found 
before, and that Its scientific value 
should outweigh the superstitions of 
a few savages. 

This Indifference to the. misery of 
the Indians angered the captain, and 
ho threatened to get his crew from 
the ship and ransack the boxes, which 
were packed for a foreign museum. 
Then the scientists gave In, and hand- 
ed the Image over to the irato captain. 
When the Indians who had been pre- 
sent during the controversy , saw tho 



image they let out a whoop of joy, and 
fell on their knees. 

Capt. von Helm said ho was sur- 
prised to find the objoct of so much 
scientific ardor and superstitious wor- 
ship to be nothing more than a pieee 
of black, roughly-chipped flint, in 
which ono might imagino he saw two 
legs, an arm and a head. It was not 
two feet long. The Kwumuks bore off 
the sacred relic in high glee, having 
been assured by the cap.tain that thc 
new star would work them no 111. They 
seemed, however, to place moro con- 
fidence In their restored Idol than in 
tho captain's word. 

The next day a deputation of In- 
dians brought 'the captain fifteen sea- 
lion skins and a finely carved Ivory 
box.

This lias been caus- 
ed by the advertisement of. the origin- 
al manufacturers', wherein they alleged 
that their special explosives were just 
as effective un tamped as tamped; the 
result of this has been to encourage 
miners to place their shot In the bore 
hole with a small bit of clay at the 
mouth of the hole to keep the air out, 
as they say; the result of the action 
has been to Increase the number of 
blown-out shots.
